Amendments to the Claims are reflected in the listing of claims, v^hich begins on page 2 of 
this paper. It is noted that these claim amendments include amendments in the Amendment 
Under 37 CFR §1.116 filed on September 8, 2005, that v/as never entered into the record 
because the Examiner stated in Advisory Action dated September 21, 2005, that the 
amendment to claim 15 raised a new^ issue.
